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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a biaxially oriented polyester film 
having the recited Raman crystallization index (Ic) in the thickness direction and the recited 
maximum difference in Ic values in the thickness direction. YOSHIDA ET AL (US 5,858,507) 
and JP 2001-121602 fail to disclose the recited Ic values or difference in Ic values in the 
thickness direction; ASAKURA ET AL (US 6,197,430) and EP 0 347 646 and OKAMOTO ET 
AL (US 5,401,559) and JP 06-256544 and JP 03-140336 and JP 02-143836 and JP 08-030958 
and EP 1 273 438 fail to disclose biaxially oriented polyester films with the recited difference in 
Ic values in the thickness direction; TSUNEKAWA ET AL (US 7,026,064) fails to disclose the 
recited Ic values in the thickness direction.
